NE of the few comments m ade, 
by General Robert FL Lee after 
the Civil war on Ins leadership oft 
the Army oi Northern Virginia is j 
contained in a historic letter now 
in 
possession of 
the Rome, Now j 
York, museum. 
Historians 
have 
lound 
General j 
Lee was reticent to discuss the con­ 
flict between the states during the 
few remaining years of his life af­ 
ter Appomattox. 
But in answer to a letter from 
the late Benjamin H. Wright, of 
Rome, graduate of West Point and 
engineer in charge of the construc­ 
tion of the Erie canal in central New 
York, I am' said this about his Gettys­ 
burg campaign: 
“A reply to your letter of the 4th 
inst, would require more time than 
I can devote to it and lead to a 
discussion of military affairs from 
which ior reasons that will occur 
to you I hope that you will excuse 
me. 
I will, therefore, only say that 
the failure of the Confederate -army 
at Gettysburg was owing to a com­ 
bination of circumstances, but for 
which success might have been rea­ 
sonably expected. 
It is presumed 
that General Burnside had good rea­ 
sons for his move from Uniontown 
to Fredericksburg and as far as I 
am able to judge the earlier arrival 
of his pontoons at Aqua creek would 
not have materially changed the re­ 
sult. 
Their appearance would only 
have produced an earlier concen­ 
tration 
of 
Confederate 
army 
at 
Fredericksburg. 
As regards General 
McClellan I have always entertained 
a high opinion of his Rapacity and 
have no reason to think that he 
omitted to do anything that was 
in his power 
It is difficult for me 
to say what success would have a t­ 
tended the execution of your plan 
of moving the Federal army to Aqua 
creek after the attack on Fredericks­ 
burg and of threatening Richmond 
from Fort Monroe with the available 
troops in that quarter and then en­ 
tering the Rappahannock with the 
main army.
